W*ere they cranes, geese, or peli­ 
cans? 
About 20 flocks of birds, w hich this 
w riter thinks were sandhill cranes, 
probably 5000 of them , flew over Palm 
Springs Monday, southw ard hound, 
w hich is a sure sign that w inter has 
set in throughout all the W est, (ex­ 
cepting in Palm Springs.) T h ere were 
probably as many as 300 of the huge 
birds in some of the flocks, flying 
in V-st ape and led by a gander or 
d rak e or w hatever yott m ight call a 
h e-crane. 
C aptain H annahs looked 
a t 
the 
birds through a powerful glass and he 
said they had long spindly legs, which 
indicates cranes. 
Most of the folk claimed they were 
wild geese, enroute 
to 
Saltón Sea 
w here they will spend the winter. 
Bob P arker said he knows a goose 
w hen he sees one and he recognized 
them as honkers for he heard the 
honks. 
One man came into the D esert Sun 
office an.d said the birds w ere peli­ 
cans, for he saw their big beaks. You 
know, a wonderful bird is the pelican; 
his beak holds m ore than his belican. 
He said he had often seen pelicans 
fly in perfect goose form ation. 
Cranes, geese, 
or 
pelicans— they 
w ere flying south to get aw ay from 
approaching w inter in the north, and 
will 
consequently 
he 
followed by 
to u rists from the sam e regions who 
will stop in Palm Springs.

Dump Garbage 
On the Desert * 


Officer O n D uty N ow to 
Enforce 
the Law; 
H eavy Penalty 


The local police ' departm ent 
and Riverside county 
sheriff's 
office are co-operating to put a 
stop to the dum ping of garbage 
and rubbish on 
the desert. Dep­ 
uty Sheriff R. 
J. Pierce has 
been appointed to patrol Ramon 
Road and he is on duty now. 
Public spirited citizens are de­ 
fraying (lie expense of cleaning 
up the rubbish th at was d u m p ­ 
ed during the sum m er, and the 
police and sheriff’s departm ents 
will do their utm ost to prevent 
recurrence of the offenses. 
The 
officers 
have 
a m p l e 
authority to arrest violators who 
dum p garbage or rubbish on pub­ 
lic or private property not their 
own, except 
at 
th e 
officially 
designated - p u b l i c 
dum ping 
grounds, for the law 
Is 
very 
specific. Violation constitutes n 
m isdem eanor which is punish­ 
able by a m axim um fine of $300, 
or one year in jáil, or both. 
The law, which may be found 
on Page 129, Section 374b of the 
1937 California penal code, reads 
as follows: 
”11' shall be unlawful to place, 
deposit, or dump, or cause to be 
plafed. deposited or dum ped,-any 
garbage, 
swill, 
cans, 
bottles, 
papers, ashes, refuse, carcass of 
any dead anim al, offal, trash, or 
rubbish, or any noisome, pan- 
seous or offensive m atter in or 
upon any public highw ay. Includ­ 
ing any portion of the right-of- 
way thereof. Any person, firm, 
or corporation violating the pro­ 
visions of this sectiqn shall be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor.”

H. H. Quackenbush, federal officer 
in charge of the Indian reservation, 
said that for some tim e he had thought 
of m aking a desert park of the tri­ 
angle, for it would then be of greatest 
value 
to 
w hites and Indians alike. 
He."Sliggested the 'Chamber of Com­ 
m erce lease the property by placing 
a sum of money in escrow until a def­ 
inite status of ow nership is establish­ 
ed. 
Thomas L. Sloan, representing a 
group of Indians, m any of whom were 
present, said the Indians have cer­ 
tain fundam ental rights of occupancy, 
and gave a very interesting speech 
on th at subject. 
He said he would be 
glad to receive any offer the Cham ber 
of Commerce m ight wish to m ake and 
to subm it the sam e to his clients. 
"If allotm ents had been m ade when 
they should 
have been m ade, you 
wouldn't have to face the condition 
you are facing now," he said.

LET'S SOBER UP 


In the days of ’29, just prior to the Great De­ 
pression, m ost of America got drunk— inglorious- 
ly drunk! 
We w ent on a gigantic get-som ething- 
for-nothing spree without parallel in modern-day 
history, says the California Feature Service. And 
then cam e the m orning after, with a hangover 
w e’ve been years in getting rid of. 
The elevator 
hoy and the captain of industry, both played the 
m arket! 
With few exceptions, we were obsessed 
by the get-rich-quick mania. 
We tired of 
hard 
work; we w anted som ething for nothing! 
Then cam e stern disillusionment. 
The bot­ 
tom. dropped out. 
Cutting corners ceased to be 
sm art and becam e, instead, terribly unprofitable. 
But how much have we learned? 
W hat, today,, 
is the status of our human behavior? 
Let’s be brutally frank. 
We need to be. For 
only absolute candor can point the way. 
The re­ 
cent stock m arket collapse, in all probability, w as 
not as serious— to AVERAGE AMERICA— as the 
debacle of 1929. 
We had learned that lesson— 
* m ost of us! 
So far as ticker-tapes are concern­ 
ed, w e are sober! 
But w e still w ant som ething-for-nothing. We 
have still failed to learn the vital lesson that only 
hard work; frugality and 
individual 
enterprise 
spell success for the average individual. We w ant 
governm ent to take over our personal responsi­ 
bilities. We w ant programs to share the w ealth— 
instead of*. opportunities to create w ea lth ! 
We 
w ant “organization” to supply the things form er­ 
ly supplied by individual initiative! We complain 
about taxes, yet demand the things which compel 
outrageous taxes. 
Or do we? 
If we don’t, we can tell Congress that we 
w ant less governm ent in business— more business 
in governm ent. 
We can demand an end to living 
beyond our national incom e. 
We can condemn, 
in California, such stupid things as reducing the 
required vote for revenue bond issues from tw o- 
thirds to a simple majority. 
We can tighten up 
on the com m unity’s purse-strings and decide to 
go it alone— without benefit of governm ent olig­ 
archy. 
We can sober up— and demand that our 
public officials do likewise! 
We can stop trying 
to get som ething-for-nothing! 
Simple, yes, but 
it’s a sound program.

To deal w ith the boy 
who 
lacks 
frankness you first m ust find common 
ground upon which you and he can 
establish a basis of confidence. 
The 
first step is th at of learning som ething 
of the things th at m ost interest your 
boy. 
W hether it's w hittling aeroplanes or 
m aking kites, collecting 
stam ps 
or 
m anufacturing 
squirrel 
traps, 
you 
m ust fan up a real interest in it, for 
this is a case w here 
half-m easures 
won’t do. 
Your boy has got to feel 
your sincerity or there will be no real 
understanding, no confidence, and cer­ 
tainly no frankness. 
Then solicit his confidence—on 
a 
basis of understanding, never curio­ 
sity. 
Be as m atter-of-factly frank with 
him as you expect him to be with you. 


Discuss the things that seem im por­ 
tant to him —the kinds of wood best 
suited for 1:is project; the countries 
his stam ps come from ; the m echanics 
of the real boats or planes lie's m odel­ 
ing. 
You can even give him 
some 
pointers on football form ations if you 
care to spend some time delving. 
If 
not, likely he can give you some, if 
you ask—w hich will be alm ost as ef­ 
fective for our purpose. 
D on't let him be afraid of you, of 
your judgm ent, of your opinions, or 
of your punishm ent. 
Fairness 
goes 
hand in hand with frankness. 
If your 
boy sees you stretching a point to be 
fair, he probably will lean over back­ 
ward to be frank. 
I recall an experience w ith a boy 
who, I learned, had sneaked a sa­ 
lacious m agazine into his room. 
He 
was very m uch alarm ed, for he had 
broken bis prom ise to be square with 
me. 
N aturally, he expected punish- 
¡ m ent. Instead, I asked him to destroy 
j the m agazine him self, and to come to 
I my house and have a talk w ith me. 
j He was so surprised and so heartily 
¡asham ed of having taken advantage 
of my tru st in him th a t he bent every 
effort tow ard being frank and honest. 


Punishm ent a t the wrong tim e eas- 
^ ily m ight have steered him toward 
greater deception. 
Actually, th e oc­ 
currence created a closer, finer under­ 


standing betw een us, 
gave 
me 
a 
stronger hold on the lad, and enabled 
me to work much m ore 
effectively^ 
with him tow ard strengthening 
his

"The city loved around the world.” 
As to the why of this there is little 
question in the mind of anyone who 
has spent as much as an hour in it. 
Before i could read what people 
wrote or understand what they talked 
about, I knew it was a city to be 
loved. It was such a gala place for a 
child, a day-and-night circus of sights 
and sounds. There were Sunday pic­ 
nics on Twin Peaks, moonlight walks 
to Mission Dolores, rare trips through 
Chinatown and Little Italy (always 
with your parents), delirious hours in 
Woodward’s Garden, and once—-heaven 
forgive us—a furtive peek down Bar- 
bary Coast just as the erimson lights 
were coming on. 
There were glorious smells, too. The 
scent of wildflowers from the hills 
back of town, the tarred planking in 
the hot sun along the. Embarcadero, 
the sea rime at the Cliff House, the 
remote incense over the Presidio hills. 
And those fog horns out there in the 
drifting whiteness will never be for­ 
gotten. At first I told myself they 
were giant invisible sea monsters that 
on such eerie mornings dared to come 
close to shore and bellow at us. 
Dull days were few in the San Fran­ 
cisco of the '80's. Everybody and ev­ 
erything moved at full stride. The 
city was spreading itself over its seven 
hills, while ships from the seven seas 
brought all the world to its door. Even 
in that day it was great in everything 
but size. 
No wonder San Francisco is loved 
around the world. It is a world city, 
and must always be, since it greets 
the nations as they come to our 
shores. Its informal friendliness gets 
you at once. The moment you set foot 
upon its streets you feel that it is your 
city for as long as you want to stay; 
and its gleaming hills and dazzling 
water front seem to be waving to you 
as you depart. 
I stayed away 30 years. A new city 
stood on the heights, but the old 
familiar feel caught me up while my 
ship was still plowing the outer wa­ 
ters. War had just been declared, and 
seemingly from every roof and mast­ 
head a banner floated in the sea 
breeze. The blue sky, the white-crown­ 
ed hills, the sweep of the sparkling 
bay, with April sunshine over it all 
—that was San Francisco! It lives 
in my memory as the City of Flutter­ 
ing Flags. 
“Serene, indifferent to fate, 
Thou sittest by thy Western gate.” 
Bret Harte penned the prophetic 
words long before the city showed its 
unconquerable spirit by shaking off an 
ashy shroud. Of course the world 
loves such a city. 
San Francisco must be doubly 
charming now, with its silvery bridges 
that span the harbor and the sunset. 
1 wish someone could induce Harry 
Knibbs, who has recently come back, 
to give us a hearty, salty tale of the 
things he found there by the Golden 
Gate.

Anything we can do to promote the 
welfare of the town we will do." 
The motion was made that the mat­ 
ter he left to the Indian Welfare Com­ 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
to which Earl Coffman, chairman of 
the committee, objected, on the 
grounds that the matter should he 
settled then and there while the In­ 
dians and whites were together. “The 
Indans should express themselves 
frankly here tonight, for we are all 
friends and citizens of the same com­ 
munity and our interests and prob- 
Indians should express themselves 
lems are mutual,” said Mr. Coffman. 
Mrs. Pierce stated that she had to 
have the income from the property 
and was willing to have her attorney, 
Mr. Sloan, set the price of the lease. 
Marcus Pete suggested that who­ 
ever owns the corner should donate 
it to the town. 
George Roberson called attention to 
the fact that whatever revenue the 
Indians or the whites get depends up­ 
on the people that are brought to 
Palm Springs, and therefore it is up 
to all to develop the community so 
that it will attract the best people. 
The Indians should have the preroga­ 
tive to do with their lands what they 
want to, he said. 
Alvah Hicks said the Indians were 
here first, and that they were inter­ 
ested in properly developing their 
own lands. He felt that all should 
work together to assist the Indians 
in their problems. 
The matter was finally left to the 
Indian Affairs Committee which will 
confer with Mrs. Pierce and other In­ 
dians in an effort to make a park of 
the land.
